The chief speak- 
er and guest of honour of the even- 
ing was the principal of McGUl, Sir 
Arthur Currte, honorary co1onel'"of 
the corps.

The third International House in 
the United States to^be financed by 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., is now 
under construction at thé ..Uniyersity. 
of Chicago. The laylrigf of the' coi:- 
ner stone took place, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, on June 24. The 
other . Houses in this country are in 
New York City and at Berkeley, 
California. A similar House is under 
construction in Paris, France. 

The cost of the Chicago House, 
including the grounds and furnish- 
ings, wllj be approximately J3,006,- 
000, and the building is to be ready 
for use July 1, 1032. 

Mr. Rockefeller sees in this Inter- 
'natlonal House Movement the pos- 
sibility of a great contribution to 
International friendship, and good 
will, and is putting his tniilions, into 
it in the hope' th^t the students of 
the world who live In the Houses 
will learn to live, and work together 
Without prejudice due to race,, re- 
ligion or nationality; and that they 



will carry this spirit of cooperation 
back to their respective countries 
when, they haye finished their stud- 
ies, here. 

The Chicago House will provide 
living accommodations for BOO stu- 
dents, In tho proportion of two 
tlilrds men" and ; one third women. 
While thé building will be, owned 
and operated by the University of 
Chicago, foreign students In .all the 
colleges, universities and profes- 
sional scools in Chicago will be 
given tiie privilege of living in it. It 
will accommodate not only foreign 
students but a limited number of 
carefully selected American students, 
probably one fourth of tho total. 

In addition to tho living rooms, 
there will be ample ' accotnmodations 
for social and . educational, activities. 
Attractive lounges, a well equipped 
assembly room for lectures etc., a 
large dining hall, national rooms to 
bo used by racial or national groups

West Virginia Totals 
More Than., 8000 Guts 



Morgantown, West Virginia, Oct. 
7. — (By Exchange Service) — There 
were 8,141 unexcused absences re- 
ported to the Instructors at tho end 
of the lost semester by the office 
of Harry Ei Stone, dean of men of 
tho University of West Virginia. 

The majority of these were from 
the classes reciting on Mondays. 
Fridays, ' and Saturdays. As to the 
time when the classes -werd missed, 
the largest number were for classes 
reciting at 8 a.m. A large number 
of the unexcused were for classes 
meeting at 12 and 1 o'clock. 

"There is not much difference be- 
tween freshmen and upper class- 
men In the matter of attendance," 
was tiio statement ot Dean Stone, 
"We notice a tendency on the part 
of sophomores who had good re- 
cords as freshmen" to^ miss classes. 

"In some cases ' tho absences of 
iip'per classmen are duo to tho dev- 
elopment of outside activities which 



have value and are intereiating, but 
which conflict with class periods.. 
In some cases It has been necessary 
to recommend either a reduction in 
schedule or in ^activities," '^as the 
further comment. 

The operation of the regulation by 
which a large number of students 
were referred to academic deans be- 
cause of the . accumulation of seven 
unexcused absences has served In 
many cases to save tho students 
from failure. Dean Stone, explained 
that academic deans talk over tho 
situation in each case with students 
referred to tt^em for excessive cuts 
and generally restore them on 
"strict promise to miss <no more 
without a valid excuse." 

The cost to the state of students 
repeating courses because of fail- 
ures and conditions is so great and 
the relationship between regular at- 
tendance and good scholarship so
